The Piutea call a mocassin 


"mucoa," and the trappers to dis- 
tinguish the chief from the other In 
diane, called him in a mixture of Eng 
liah and ladiau "Onenemuoca." The 
chief took a fancy to the name ant 
was ever afterwards known by that 
name, which in early days was cor 
rapted into Winamuok.

Merritt cables the War Department 


relating to the bombardment .of Ma- 
nila as follows. 


On August 7th AdmiralDewey joined 


in a forty-eight hour notification to the 
Spanish commander to remove the nan- 
combatants from the city. The same 
date a reply was received expressing 
thanks for the humane sentiments and 
stating that the Spanish were without 
a place of refuge for the non-combat- 
ants now within the walled town. On 
the 9th a joint note inviting attention 
to the suffering in store for the sick 
and non-combatants in case the reduc- 
tion of the defenses became necessary, 
also setting forth the hopelessness of 
the defense. A reply came immediately 
admitting the situation, bnt declining 
to surrender on the ground that the 
council for the defense would not ap- 
prove the action. 


On the 13th the bombardment com- 


menced, lasting for half an hour. The 
Spanish lines were shelled and their 
works were «oon carried; The insur- 
gents remained quiet. There was no 
disorder or pillage. 


Senator Daniel of Virginia says that 


Blanco showed, by offering bis resigna- 
tion in the face of a battle.his cowardice, 
as did Augnstl when be left bis army 
in distress and when it was about to 
suffer the adverse fate of war. The 
Senator brands them both as cowards. 


Rear Admiral Sampson's flagship, 


the armored cruiser New York, will be 
the first warship to enter the harbor of 
Havana since war was declared. She 
will carry with her members of the 
military commission appointed to pro- 
ceed to Havana. 


Mrs. Jennie MoNeil abducted her 


grand-child, little Vera Nelson, at 
Los Angeles on Wednesday and the 
police have been unable to trace them. 
This is the third time the child has 
been abducted. 


The Secretary of War has ordered 


the Fifth Regular Infantry, now at 
Tampa, to Santiago. They sail today. 


The Utah Artillery distinguished 


itself in the fight at Manila- It was in 
the center of the attacking forces and 
d idsplendid work. 


General Merritt has prepared a pro" 


olamation to the natives at Manila 
which provides a government for the 
city and surrounding country, The 
main points are as follows; Rigid non- 
interference with all personal re- 
ligion. Municipal laws, tribunals and 
local institutions for the punishment 
of crime to remain until further notice 
(except where incompatible with mili- 
tary rule) subject to the supervision of 
the American Genera). Provost mar- 
shal and sub-provosts to be appointed 
with power to arrest civil and military 
offenders. Open trade for neutral na- 
tions. Public property to be protected. 
No interference with the people as long 
aa they preserve the peace. General 
Merritt occupies the General's palace.
